Dear  Toshiko: 

My  apology  for  not  providing  all  the  information  about  Gunther  Domenig's 
exhibition.  The  exhibition  is  scheduled  from  March  21  to  April  25  of  1992,  with  the 
gallery  hours  Tuesday  thru  Saturday  12-6pm,  and  the  opening  reception  will  be 
March  21st,  Saturday  6-8pm.  The  exhibition  will  be  centered  around  the 
"Steinhause,"  which  has  2  very  impressive  models,  one  is  site  and  the  other  is 
building  model.  One  is  about  3'  wide  and  16'  feet  long,  and  the  other  is  about  1 " 
by  8'.  Then  there  will  be  numerous  original  drawings  and  photographs  of  the 
building  that  is  completed(the  book  shows  the  building  under  construction).  There 
will  also  be  two  other  projects,  which  will  be  represented  by  photographs  and 
original  drawings. 

Much  of  the  works  will  be  shipped  from  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  where 
Gunther  Domenig  had  an  exhibition  with  Coop  Himmelblau,  Hans  Hollein,  Walter 
Pichler.  This  exhibition  has  just  recently  closed.  I  have  also  included  the  budget  of 
the  exhibition  at  STOREFRONT,  which  is  being  supported  by  the  NEA  and  the 
Austrian  Cultural  Institute  in  New  York. 

My  thought  is  that  if  NIAE  is  interested  to  invite  Mr.  Domenig  for  a  lecture, 
then  it  could  be  easily  scheduled,  and  a  fee  could  be  paid  directly  to  Mr.  Domenig. 
Mr.  Domenig  will  be  here  for  the  opening  reception.  He  may  want  a  translator, 
which  could  be  found  through  the  Austrian  Institute. 

And  if  NIAE  is  interested  in  fully  collaborating  with  STOREFRONT  in  this 
exhibition,  I  would  be  delighted.  This  means  a  substantial  commitment  to  fund  this 
exhibition.  If  they  are  interested  in  this,  then  the  exhibition  will  be  announced  as  a 
joint  exhibition  between  NIAE  and  STOREFRONT,  where  all  press  releases  and 
announcement  will  carry  such  notices.  Then  the  exhibition  can  be  recognized  as  a 
program  of  NIAE  as  well,  and  they  will  get  the  full  credit  of  the  program.  We  have 
done  this  kind  of  collaboration  with  the  Municipal  Arts  Society  and  the  Columbia 
University  for  our  current  exhibition  "The  New  American  Ghetto".  I  think  this  idea 
of  sharing  on  the  cost  of  a  program  is  a  very  good  one  for  today  where  funds  for 
cultural  program  is  short. 

If  the  timing  of  this  exhibition  is  too  soon  for  NIAE  to  decide,  then  I  suggest 
to  make  a  similar  proposal  for  the  exhibition  of  Future  Systems,  which  is  from  May 
2  to  June  6th  of  1992.  The  arrangement  would  be  about  the  same.

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Dear  Manfred: 

I  spoke  with  Harvard  yesterday.  Unfortunately  they  cannot  change  the  date 
of  his  lecture.  The  following  week-  the  school  is  in  recess.  You  should 
talk  with  Mr.  Domenig  about  this,  and  let  me  know  soon. 

There  is  also  another  good  news.  We  are  going  to  publish  a  catalogue  of  this 
exhibition.  The  catalogue  will  be  an  issue  of  FRONT,  which  will  have  your 
exhibition  and  also  the  exhibition  of  FUTURE  SYSTEM  which  follows  your 
exhibition  at  STOREFRONT.  It  wi.ll  be  designed  and  edited  by  STOREFRONT,  and 
printed  and  distributed  by  the  Princeton  Architectural  Press.  The  date  for 
publication  is  May  1,  1992. 

So  I  hope  you  will  agree  about  this  publication,  and  begin  to  assemble  some 
material  for  the  catalogue.  The  publication  will  be  black  and  white  repro¬ 
duction,  and  will  be  64  pages  long,  and  will  be  8  .inches  high  and  7  inches 
wide .  Gunther  Domenig ' s  section  will  be  32  pages  and  Future  System  will 
have  32  pages.  I  now  have  with  me  some  color  prints  and  color  slides.  But 
for  the  catalogue  I  am  going  to  need  black  and  white  printes .  The  projects 
that  I  would  like  to  cover  is  Steinhaus ,  Fundernovum  and  Unzmarkt  Power  Station . 
Also  Ornamental  Birds,  Nix-Nuz-Nix ,  Wooden  Pier  and  Rain  Catcher  in  Steinhaus . 
Perhaps  I  could  also  include  Extension  to  TU-AT,  RESOWI -Center , Sal zburg 
Station  and  Sotschi  Sports  Center .  If  there  any  new  projects  that  are  not 
covered  in  the  Arachitecture  and  Urbanism  magazine,  I  would  like  to  cover 
them  too.  I  think  it  would  be  nice  to  have  Peter  Noever  to  write  an  essay 
about  Gunther  Domenig .  Please  let  me  know  if  you  like  this  idea ,  then  I  can 
contact  him  myself.  It  would  also  be  good  to  have  some  writing  by  Gunther 
Domenig  himself,  something  different  from  Archtecture  and  Urbanism  magazine 
so  the  catalogue  doe  not  appear  as  a  copy  of  the  magazine . 

I  think  if  you  could  bring  this  material  with  you  when  you  come  to  New  York. 

But  it  would  also  be  good  for  you  to  send  a  list  of  what  projects  and  texts  and 
photos  that  you  are  orginizing  through  fax  before  hand,  perhaps  by  March  8th. 
This  way  I  could  discuss  with  you  for  any  changes  or  other  request  before 
you  come.  I  will  be  away  in  Washington  from  March  2-7th.

Several  architectural  magazines  have  expressed  interest  in  publishing 
articles  on  your  work  in  the  near  future.  For  example,  Mr.  Dennis  Dollens  the 
editor /publisher  of  SITES  Architectural  Magazine  whom  you  met  during  the 
reception,  will  review  the  exhibition  on  the  next  issue.  From  Progressive 
Architecture,  two  writers  Phil  Arddi  and  Abby  Bussell  came  to  see  the 
exhibition  and  hope  to  publish  your  work  in  the  future.  Also  from 
Metropolis  and  Architectural  Magazine  the  editors  visited. 

Your  book  have  sold  out.  At  the  moment  there  is  a  waiting  list  for  the  video 
for  various  people  such  as  Joseph  Giovannini  who  spent  a  lot  of  time  with  the 
exhibition  and  Max  Protech  along  with  other  unknown  individuals. 

You  should  be  aware  that  you  have  a  strong  audience/admirers  from  New 
York,  especially  students  and  others  who  have  limited  information  about 
European  architects  and  were  so  pleasantly  surprised  to  discover  your  work. 
Others  whom  have  followed  your  work  for  many  years  regreted  that  there 
was  no  lecture  during  your  exhibition  and  were  truly  impressed  with  the 
exhibition.

We  are  very  honored  that  you  accepted  to  exhibit  at  Storefront  It  is  not 
always  that  through  our  programs  we  meet  individuals  whom  we  like, 
respect  and  admire  as  much  as  yourself.  It  is  our  wish  to  remain  your 
friends.
